JOHN THE BAPTIST AND JESUS 


LESSON TEXT—Luke 3;1-6, 15-17, 21, 
22, 

GOLDEN TEXT—Thou art my beloved 
Son; in thee I am well pleased,—Luke 
3:22, 


“A reed shaken with the wind?’’ 
No. “A man clothed in soft ral- 
ment?” No. “A prophet? Yea, ! 
say unto you, and more than a 
prophet. For this is he, of whom it 
is written, Behold, I send my mes- 
senger before thy face. ... Verily 1 
say unto you, Among them that are 
born of women there hath not risen a 
greater than John the Baptist." 
Such was the testimony of Jesus 
(Matt. 11:7-11) about the man who 
in our lesson of today bears his tes- 
timony concerning Jesus, 

I. John: the Preacher of © 
ance (vv, 1-3). 

The times in which a i..an ‘ves 
will often make or break ihe if 
times are dark and difficult most 
men submit to the burden of the day 
without protest or effort. But not so 
with John. The period in which he 
lived is graphically brought before 
us as we consider the names of civil 
and religious leaders mentioned in 
verses 1 and 2, Tiberius Caesar, 
the emperor, was virtual dictator, 


“talented, ambitious, cruel, licen- 
tious, infamous, inhuman’ (Van 
Doren). Pilate was the governor of 


Judea, who later condemned Jesus 
to the cross. Herod was a seducer 
and murderer. Annas and Caiaphas 
shared the infamy into which the 
priesthood had fallen. 

God needed a man with a flam- 
ing message of judgment, and He 
had him ready out in the wilder- 
ness, far from decadent Rome and 
spiritually dead Jerusalem. Upon 
this man John came the message, 
a word from God—‘'Repent’’—which 
stirred the whole countryside. But 
he had even a greater mission. 

II. John—the Forerunner of Jesus 
(vv. 4-6). 

He humbly identifies himself as 
the voice in the wilderness prophe- 
sied by Isaiah. His was the impor- 
tant duty of preparing the way for 
the coming of the Lord Jesus. 

The picture is that of the prep- 
aration for the coming of an orien- 
tal monarch. When he ‘was about 
to make a journey, a servant was 
sent before him to prepare the high- 
way. Valleys needed to be filled, 
hills lowered, crooked places made 
straight, rough ways made smooth. 
Thus, before men would be ready 
to receive Christ, moral obstacles 
must be removed, men must repent 
of- their sins and turn from them”’ 
(Erdman), 

Isaiah says that “‘all flesh shall 
see the salvation of God,’’ some- 
thing which God has made possi- 
ble, but which we have not even yet 
fully carried out. The gospel is uni- 
versal in its character—for all man- 
kind. This prophetic word will, of 
course, have its complete fulfillment 
when the King comes to reign. Then 
“they shall teach no more every 
man his neighbor, and every man 
his brother, saying, Know the Lord: 
for they shall all know me, from 
the least of them to the greatest 
of them’ (Jer. 31:34). 

Il. John—the Follower of Jesus 
(vv. 15-17). 

The humility of the man, his rec- 
ognition of true greatness in Christ, 
his willingness to efface self, is seen 
in the words of these verses and in 
such other passages as John 1:29- 
80, where he directed his disciples 
to Jesus, whom they followed, and 
John 3:26-30, where in response to 
the effort to make him jealous of 
Jesus because his (John’s) disci- 
ples followed Him, John replied, 
“He must increase, but I must de- 
crease.’’ He was glad to be the 
friend of the Bridegroom who re- 
joiced when the bridegroom came 
(John 3:29). He declared himself 
unworthy to loose the latchet of 
Christ's shoe (Luke 3:16). 

The Christian virtue of humility 
is evil spoken of by a world of force 
and hatred, but it is still precious 
in the sight of God, and the orna- 
ment par excellence of Christian 
character. ‘Be clothed with humil- 
ity: for God resisteth the proud and 
giveth grace to the humble”’ (I Pet. 
5:5). 

As he put himself in the back- 
ground, John put Christ forward as 
the one whose baptism would not be 
a material element, water, indicat- 
ing the inward change of repent- 
ance, but would be with Holy Ghost 
fire, cleansing and transforming life. 

However, the Christ who comes as 
a Saviour to the repentant one, 
comes also as the flaming fire of 
judgment upon the impenitent. 
There is wheat and chaff in the 
world of men, and the fan of Christ 
will soon separate the wheat which 
goes into His eternal garner from 
the chaff which He will burn with 
unquenchable fire. 

Our God is a God of unfathom- 
able grace, but He is also a God of 
severest judgment upon those “that 
obey not the gospel of our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” Read the solemn 
words of II Thessalonians 1:7-9. It 
is an awful thing to reject the Sa- 
viour, and thus to make Him our 
Judge.

As you probably know, I have | 
announced my candidacy for re- 
election as Solicitor of the Twelfth 
Judicial Circuit composed of Cof- 
fee and Pike Counties, By this 
time you are no doubt some- 


what familiar with my work as 
Solicitor, and in a position to 
judge as to whether or not it 
is such as to entitle me to a sec- 
ond trem in office, In this con- 
nection, however, I wish to say 


that during my 1938 campaign 
I told you that if I should be elect- 
ed I would do everything within 
my power to see that all criminal 
laws would be enforced in my cir- 
cuit; but that the primary duty 
of a Solicitor was to see that jus- 
tice is done and that I would 
not permit an unfair advantage 
to be taken of any defendant, 
nor ever knowingly permit an in- 
nocent person to be convicted, I 
have kept that promise, I have 
made ,immediate investigations 
(although no law required me to 
do so) of all crimes carrying cap- 
ital punishment committed in my 
circuit, and also of all cases in 
which defendants were charged 
with offenses punishable capital- 
ly. I have also, when I thought 
the ends of justice required it, 
made immediate investigation of 
other serious felonies. In this 
way I have gotten at the truth 
of matters while the evidence 
was fresh in the minds of wit- 
nesses, with the result that some 
defendants have received the 
death sentence, and others have 
received long term penitentiary 
sentences, while still others, 
against whom there was insuffi- 
cient evidence, have been releas- 
ed at my request without remain- 
ing, in jail indefinitely, 

During my 1938 campaign I also 
told you that if I should be elect- 
ed Solicitor, my office would be 
open at all times to every one 
having business with me, and that 
all persons would have the same 
access to my office regardless of 
their station in life. Of course 
I did not mean that I could grant 
every request made of me, but I 
did mean that every individual 
having a criminal case or wish- 
ing to prosecute a criminal case 
would be welcome to my office. 
This promise has also been kept. 
Naturally there have been re- 
quests made of me which I 
could not grant, and in those 
cases the parties making the re- 
quests have been told courteous- 
ly, but unmistakably, that I 
could not do what they asked of 
me—I have not taken an unfair 
advantage of any defendant, nor 
deceived or misled any one about 
any criminal case in or out of 
court, whether he be defendant 
or prosecutor. And in those cases 
where I could properly grant the 
requests made of me and at the 
same time fulfill my duties as 
Circuit Solicitor, it has given me 
genuine pleasure to do so. 


I have not failed to prosecute 
any case through fear of politi- 
cal detriment, nor have I prose- 
cuted any person through hope 
of political gain, Being human, 
I have no doubt made mistakes, 
but I have not made the mistake 
of failing to do my duty as I 
saw it.

SOIL CONSERVATION 
AND AAA EXTENDED 

AUBURN, Ala.—Congress has 
passed and President Roosevelt 
has approved a five-year exten- 
sion, to January 1, 1947, of the 
Soil Conservation and Domestic 
Allotment Act, authorizing AAA 
farm benefit payments and CCC 
price supporting loans, 

Under the loan program, the 
CCC is directed to make loans at 
85 per cent of parity prices. Mr. 
Roosevelt protested addition of 
peanuts to the parity loan list, 
which includes cotton, wheat, 
corn, rice and tobacco, saying that 
there had been substantial chang- 
es in production and consumption 
of peanuts since the base period 
of 1909-14 and the loan rates on 
this preduct would be ‘excessive 


in relation to the loan rates on 
other commodities.” He suggest- 
ed the peanut loan provision be 
modified before Government loans 


are made on the crop next fall 


FARMERS ARE ASSURED 
STEEL PRODUCTS NEEDS 


AUBURN, Ala.—A reasonably 
adequate supply of bale ties, 
nails and wire ropes is assured 
agriculture, reports the Office of 
Agricultural Defense Relations, A 
rating of A-9 is provided to secure 
delivery. of .100 per cent of the 
amount of these articles supplied 
in the corresponding quarter of 
1940. 

Wire, woven fence wire, poul- 
try netting, barbed wire, staples, 
fence posts and gates and galvan- 
ized sheet and strip are also pro- 
tected by the A-9 rating up to 70 
per cent of 1940 production. 

Farmers do not need priority 
ratings themselves to secure 
these steel products, but should 
obtain them from their usual sup- 
pliers.

HE old place was called Corbin a

Tie ‘k Nullified 


Vaccine Now Is Effective 
Against Mountain 
Spotted Fever. 


HAMILTON, MONT.—The Rocky 
mountain wood tick, once a bone- 
chilling man-killer of the Pacific 
Northwest, now is almost a tamed 
bug—feared less by people than by 
sheep and cattle, source of the tick's 
existence, 

Dr. R. R. Parker, director of the 
United States public health service 
laboratory here, indicated in an ar- 
ticle soon to be published In the 
American Journal of Tropical Med- 
icine that 15 years’ use of vaccine 
against spotted fever had proved 
vaccination 91,89 per cent pre- 
ventive. 

In 1915, the Rocky mountain wood 
tick killed more than 500 persons 
in Montana, Wyoming, Idaho and 
Oregon, In 1939, fewer than 100 
died of tick bites, 


Most Virulent, 

In the western Montana 
most virulent in the world, 
ing to Dr. Parker—of those 
contracted the disease between 192 
and 1939, three of the 87 who had 
been vaccinated died, while 42 of 
the 51 persons who had not been 
protected succumbed. 

Dr. Parker's statistics showed 
deaths from spotted fever in the 
Pacific Northwest since 1935 have 
decreased almost in direct propor- 
tion to liters of vaccine used, 

Cost of the serum for one person 
once was $20. Today it is $1. 

Before May 10, 1924, when Dr. R. 
R. Spencer, who pioneered tick vac- 
cine, injected a mixture of ground- 
up ticks and weak carbolic acid, 
into his arm, almost everyone who 
contracted the disease died. 

Fatalities were so high that na- 
tives of the Bitterroot valley dared 
not venture into the mountain can- 
yons where infected ticks lurked on 
every tree and bush. People who 
lived in the infected areas aban- 
doned their homes to the deadly 
bugs.

Success at Last. 


Then in 1921, Dr. Spencer, 
Parker, an entomologist, and their 
assistants, Henry Cowan, Bill Gei- 
tinger and Elmer Greenup, estab- 
lished a laboratory in an old school- 
house near Hamilton. They began 
searching for an antidote for the 
deadly bite. 

The ticks killed Cowan and Gei- 
tinger. They died, shivering, with 
temperatures above 103, their skins 
covered with black spots. But Spen- 
cer discovered the immunizing mag- 
ic of a soupy concoction of ground- 

up ticks and weak carbolic acid. 

Today the laboratory has a staff 
of 125 and produces spotted fever 
vaccine for most of the United 
States, Canada and Brazil. 

The mixture of squashed ticks and 
carbolic acid has been supplanted 
by a new vaccine reared in a chick- 
en egg. 


Ancient Letter Requests 


Bounty for Indian Scalp 
HARRISBURG, PA.—From a fad- 
ed old manuscript in the archives 
division of the state library comes 
this 184-year-old complaint from an 
American pioneer woman, 

A letter sent by Mrs. Margery 
Mitchell, Shippensburg, to the sec- 
retary of the governor’s council in 
1757, complains that although she 
had made a ‘“‘fatiguing and expen- 
sive’ journey to Philadelphia, she 
had not yet received a bounty for 
the ‘Indian Scalp’’ she had deliv- 
ered. 

“One might think Common hu- 
manity would induce the Gentlemen 
to allow me some small matter on 
that occasion, especially as I lost my 
husband & Son,’’ Mrs. Mitchell’s let- 
ter continues, ‘‘and much time from 
my housework.” 

History of the incident ends with 
the letter, so there is no indication 
of whether Mrs. Mitchell received 
the bounty or not. Officials are not 
looking for the scalp. 


Effects of Environment 


On Life Being Studied 
NEW YORK. — Ecology is the 
study of the interrelationships of or- 
ganisms and their environment, It 
is not only concerned with the ef- 
fects of the environment on life, but 
the effects of life on the environ- 
ment. 

The ecology of bacteria is a rela- 
tively neglected field, these microbes 
having been studied most intensive- 
ly from the medical standpoint, al- 
though only about a hundred, or one- 
thirteenth, of the recognized species 
cause human disease, writes M. W. 
Jennison in New England Natural- 
ist. It is no exaggeration to say 
that bacteria and other microbes 
play a role in nature so fundamental- 
ly important that without them life 
on the earth literally could not exist.

Curtis Barefoot of Bethany 
community, member of the Cof- 
fee County 4-H pig chain, is do- 
ing an outstanding work, 

In the Spring of 1940, Curtis 
yeceived a ‘chuffy”’ or blocky 
type gilt pig free. He did an 
excellent task of growing this 
animal into a beautiful sow which 
farrowed nine pigs March 5, 
1941, One pig was weak and 
never nursed, He raised the 
other eight pigs to weaning age. 
At that time the price of hogs 
was at the bottom. Neverthe- 
less, Curtis, with the aid of the 
agent, was able to place all of 
his pigs, 

One gilt was given away to 
cover the gilt which he re 
ceived, Curtis sold the other 7 
at two months of age for $63.00 
gross, He continued to care for 
the sow which was again bred to 
an excellent boar, bred by the 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute. 
October 15, 1941, Curtis’ sow far- 
rowed nine more fine pigs and 
raised them all. Curtis has al- 
ready sold three of them for 
$30.00. He will sell the other 
four for $40 and will save a gilt 
and the smallest male. The male 
will be fed out for meat 

Curtis has made good profits 
and has helped his family and 
the community. His father has 
since secured a registered gilt 
and aé_e registered male. Two 
neighbors also purchased regis- 
tered males.

TO CONSERVE THEIR TIRES 


In order to conserve tires and 
automobiles and thereby aid in 
maintaining our state and county 
highway revenues at a level suf- 
ficient to keep up vital road con- 
struction and maintenance, and to 
aid our war and defense efforts, 
motorists are urged to adopt im- 
mediately, practices which if fol- 
lowed, will make their cars go 
farther and last longer, 

The following suggestions are 
outlined by Harl M, Hearne, Sec- 
retary of the Alabama Petroleum 
Industries Committee: 

1, Cars should not be left out 
in the weather, If at all possible, 
they should be kept in garages to 
protect them and to prevent theft. 

2, If left in the garage for any 
appreciable time, the weight 
should be taken off the tires. 

3. Tires should be kept inflated 
to the recommended pressures at 
all times, 

4, Wheels should be checked 
for balance and alignment, A 
vheel out of alignment will wear 
out a tire quickly. 

5. Avoid bumping or bruising 
tires, If the fabric is not bro- 
ken, tires can be retreaded for 
thousands of miles more service. 

6. Instead of 60 miles an hour, 
drive as slowly as _ possible. 
Slow speeds will save your Car 
and tires and will prevent costly 
accidents, Avoid sudden stops 
and starts, 

7. Keep your car in proper me- 
chanical condition, Paint ex- 
posed metal parts. 

Proper care of your car and 
tires will keep you riding longer, 
help to maintain working road 
funds, save you money, and will 
also result in patriotic conserva- 
tion of material to our war suc- 


cess. It is our duty, Be care- 
ful.

MONTGOMERY, Jan, 20,—Fi- 
nal plans for construction of a 
$28,000,000 Triangular Division 
Camp near Ozark, with a nego- 
tiated contract agreed to between 
the U., S. Engineers and J, A. 
Jones Construction Company, of 
Charlotte, N. C., and Smith-Pew 
Construction Company, of At- 
lanta, was reliably reported here 


yesterday, 

While details of the project 
were not available, due to new 
government restrictions, it was 


understood that work would be- 
gin shortly on the erection of 
a large number of buildings de- 
signed to house army personnel. 
Fitting into the major defense 
project was a report by the 
Southern Lumberman of a gov- 
ernment order for 60,000,000 feet 
of lumber consigned to the Ozark 
area, 

The lumber order was a part 
of a record-breaking volume of 
lumber letting by the government
